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The Empress Dowager Bows Hum­ 
bly to Those Who Had Reduced 
Her Arrogance. 


Entrance of the Court Into Pekin 
Is Signalized By an Epoch- 
marking Event. 
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Pekin. Jan. 8.—The re-entrance of 
the Chinese emperor Into Pekin yes­ 
terday was the most remarkable epi­ 
sode in the annals of the dynasty, save 
the flight of the Chinese court when 
Pekin was bombarded by the allied 
forces. The spectacular phases of the 
return of the court exceeded expecta­ 
tions. The cortege was a sort of glor­ 
ified lord mayor's show, aud was a be­ 
wildering barlArlc exhibition of Ori­ 
ental tinseled splendor. 
Its chief sig­ 
nificance was the complete effacement 
of the traditional deification of Chi­ 
nese royalty. 
Foreigners wi re given 
greater facilities of witnessing the 
ceremonial than would have been af­ 
forded them at most European courts. 
The scone at the Cnien gate, when 
the emperor and tho dowager empress 
entered tho temple to offer thanks for 
their safe journey, was nothing less 
than revolutionary when viewed in the 
light of all Chinese customs. 
The 
horseshoe wall forming the ancient 
gate was crowded with Europeans, 
diplomats, army officers, missionaries, 
ladles, photographers and correspond­ 
ents. When the emperor and the dow­ 
ager empress arrived at the temple, 
the proc esslon halted and their maj­ 
esties 
alighted 
from 
their 
chairs. 
which were covered with Imperial yel­ 
low (-ilk and lined with sables. 
The 
emp ror proceeded to the temple of 
the *nd of war on the west side of the 
plaza, with hundreds of foreigners 
peering down only 40 feet above him. 
and dozens of cameras were focused 
m>on th* Son of Heaven. When he re­ 
turned his chair was borne through 
the gate. Then the chair of the dow­ 
ager empress was brought to the door­ 
way of the ti mple of the goddess of 
mercy on the east siue of the plaza, 
and the d o w ag er empress appeared. 
Amid a great scuffling of attendants 
she proceeded Into the temple on the 
arms of two officials, followed by a 
company of Buddhist priests bearing 
I offerings. 
The spectators then heard 
I the booming cf the temple bell. After 
an Interval of five minutes the dowa- 
I ger empress reappeared. 
Standing in 
the doorway of the temple she looked 
i 


upward. 
Directly overhead were the

8chwmrtxea*telfi, the secretaries of 
I the German legation, the officers and 
j ladies from the American garrison. 
and newspaper correspondents. 
The 
dowager empress saw the foreigners 
and bowed low. 
She advanced a few

ers. 
She returned to her chair look­ 
ing upward to the aeml-circle of for­ 
eign facia, and bowing repeatedly.

London, Jan. 8.—A published re­ 
view of operations in South Africa 
during the past year based upon offi­ 
cial reports, gives an interesting com­ 
parison of Boer and British losses. 
The review says that the total reduc­ 
tion of the Boer forces in killed, 
wounded, taken prisoners and surren­ 
dered amounts to 18,320 men. Out of 
this total only 7.SSS rifles were se­ 
cured. The captures of Boer ammuni­ 
tion amount to 2.31)0,000 cartridges. 
British columns are supposed to have 
taken all the Boer artillery, amount­ 
ing to 27 guns exclusive of the two 
captured by General DeWet at Zefon- 
tein 
The rapture of Boer stock has 
been enormous.,considering the great 
hauls made during the earlier years 
of the war. 
During the last year a 
total of 29.882 horses were captured, 
while of other stock, such as cattle, 
oxen and sheep. 366.821 head w*ere 
captured. 
The British casualties from actual 
fighting amount to only half of those 
sustained by the Boers, namely 9.113 
men. of which 1,513 were taken pris­ 
oners and have since been released 
During the last year 4,090 men died 
of disease, l l officers and 342 men 
were accidentally killed, and 25,800 
men were invalided home.

THE SENATE ADJOURNED 


Out of Compliment to Senator For* 
aker the High Body Took a Re­ 
cess For the Occasion. 


Isthmian Canal Discnssions Now Oc­ 
cupying the Time ot Both 
Houses. 


Washington, Jan. 8.—At the con­ 
clusion of business yesterday the sen­ 
ate paid a graceful compliment to Sen­ 
ator Foraker of Ohio by adjourning 
until 2 o’clock this afternoon in order 
that senators might auend the mar­ 
riage of Miss Foraker, which occur­ 
red at noon today, without interfering 
with their legislative duties. 
The first notes of the contest be­ 
tween the Nicaragua and Panama 
routes for the isthmian canal were 
heard in the senate yesterday. 
Mr. 
Morgan offered and secured the adop­ 
tion of a resolution which indicated 
his purpose to have the committee on 
inter-ocean canals inquire into the re­ 
lations alleged to exist between the 
trans-continental railroad companies 
of the United States and Canada and 
the Panama Canal company. 
In ex­ 
planation of the resolution Mr. Mor­ 
gan declared that the alleged relations 
were a “wicked monopoly" which al­ 
ready had cost the people of the Pa­ 
cific coast millions of dollars. 
The 
relations involve the control by the 
Panama Canal company of the Pan­ 
ama Railroad company and the agree­ 
ment between certain railroads of the 
United States and the Pacific Mail 
Steamship company. 
The debate on the Nicaraguan canal 
bill in the house was opened In lively 
fashion by Mr. Hepburn, chairman of 
the inter-state and foreign commerce 
commission, which reported the bill. 
For two hours he held the floor, reply­ 
ing to a volley of questions concern­ 
ing the recent offer of the Panama 
Canal company to sell its property 
and franchises to the United States 
for $40,000,TOO. 
* he interest in the 
debate centered almost entirely in 
this new phase of the subject. 
Mr. 
Hepburn maintained that the alleged 
new offer of the Panama Cana] com 
pany was part of the plan of delay. 
AU his utterances along that line were 
libero bv applauded. 
He pointed out 
what he claimed was the suspicious 
circumstance that the Panama com 
pany held out for $109,000,000 until it 
was decided before the holiday recess 
to consider the Nicaraguan bill, and 
then suddenly dropped the price to 
$40.OOO,CK>0. 
Mr. Morris (Minn.) gave 
notice that at the proper time he 
would offer an amendment to author­ 
ize the president, lf he could procure 
the property and rights of the Panama 
company for $40,000,000, 
if conces­ 
sions could be procured from Col­ 
ombia, and if the Walker commis­ 
sion so recommended, to purchase and 
proceed to complete the Panama ca­ 
nal.
